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RUSSIAN PUZZLE 


It is hard for outsiders, especially in 
free countries, to understand the situa­ 
tion in Russia. 
The execution of that last 
i^roup of i'ehellious radicals has given rise 
to a new majesty, which the war of ac­ 
cusations lietween Ti-fitzky and the gov­ 
ernment at Moscow doesn’t clarify. 
Trotzky says that Stalin 
“ has 
killed 
the Bolshevi.st party,” and there will be 
more 
outbreaks 
like 
the 
last. 
“ Stalin 
represents the privileged caste,” he says, 
which keeps the proletariat from enjoy­ 
ing the fruits of the revolution. 
Stalin ’s 
policy is creating 
a new 
ruling 
class, 
which makes it necessary to repeat the 
struggle for popular rights. 
“ That priv­ 
ileged class fears a people who live in 
ever-increasing misery, 
hance 
Stalin 
trying to stifle in blood all opposition. 
A “ privileged cla.us” in Russia 
might 
mean a political group }jrivileged to rule, 
rather a class having special economic 
privileges. 
There have l)een suggestions 
of such a favc)red clique. 
At its widest 
spread, political authority has been con­ 
fined so far to membership in the Com­ 
munist Pary, an exclusive organization. 
Yet it is only about three months since all 
Russia was rejoicing in the promise of a 
new constitution, 
with general 
suffrage 
and other rights possessed by free na­ 
tions. 
There have been many evidences 
reported, too, of comparative pi’osiierity 
in Russia, with life growing easier for all 
classes. 


A reasonable view might be that Trotz­ 
ky is a sorehead, hut about half right. 
Also that dictator Stalin really wants to 
give the Russian people prosperity 'and 
self-government, but as he once told Lady 
Astor, w ill keep on killing people “ as 
long as he has to.”

COST OF LIVING 


For once living is cheaper in Am erica 
than elsewhere. 
The depreciated dollar 
seems, for practical purpo.ses, to be de- 
I)reciated only for foreign use. 
It w ill 
buy less abroad than usual, about in pro­ 
portion to the extent of devaluation of 
the gold dollar; but so far that effect is 
not felt much here at home. 
One noticeable result is that 
Am eri­ 
cans are doing less 
of 
their 
traveling 
abroad, this year, and more of it in their 
own country. 
And the tide of foreign 
toui’ists has turned likewise, for the same 
reason. 
Europeans are having the novel 
and pleasant experience of getting more 
for 
their money, 
when that 
money 
is 
turned into American dollars, than they 
can get at home. 
So travel is booming

LESSONS FROM THE SEA 
From Garthacf' PAPnin?; Ptpsf. 


The September number of the Read­ 
er’s Digest reprints a brief 
of a letter 
published in the December. 192 9, Atlantic 
M onthly telling of a Avreck at sea— a nar­ 
rative written by a young ship’s officer 
to his mother— and, in addition to the 
graphic descriptions, it contains at least 
two points of interest from which morals 
might be drawn. 


His ship, 
the 
Adm ii’al 
Clark, 
went 
down in 
a 
hurricane of the 
coast 
of 
Cuba after a desperate fight for life. 


The boats were swept away and the 
officers had no life belts, those reserved 
for them l>eing in a compartment which 
was under water liefore the situation was 
felt desperate enough to don them, and 
accordingly the officers’ only chance was 
to catch wi’eckage as the ship went down. 


It happened that this young officer, 
when he came up in the water, found 
himself near a raft which had been used 
in painting the ship, and on this refuge, 
not so wide as an ordinary bed and some 
two feet longer, six men finally gained a 
certain temporary security. 
Sharks swam 
around the raft and those on it had no 
trouble guessing the fate of men who 
had been floating about in life belts. 


For six days the raft drifted on the 
gulf, the men on it, without food or wa­ 
ter. trying to direct it in the direction 
of the 
Mexican 
coast 
some 2 50 
miles 
aw ay—-as they figured it. 


Twice they 
sighted 
ships. 
A large 
steamer passed 
near them but without 
seeing them: then 
they 
saw a sailing 
ship. 
The sailing vessel also did not see 
them, and they waved and shouted in 
vain. 
Then after she had passed they 
threw themselves down in despair.

He kept 
on waving his shirt after his comrades 
had given u]). 
And some one on that 
sailing vessel, looking back, happened to 
see the signal— and as a result these men 
Avlio could not have lasted much longer 
were rescued.

T e s t i n g f o r P ul l o r um 
There are several methods of test­ 
ing birds for pullorum disease. In 
all cases the basic principle in­ 
volved is the same as in the test 
for avian or bovine tuberculosis 
infectious abortion in cattle typhoid 
in humans etc. In the case of pull­ 
orum testing, says a writer in the 
Montreal Herald, the procedure is 
briefly this. A sample of blood of 
a 
bird is brought into contact with 
a 
standardized suspension of Salmon­ 
ella Pullorum organisms in a saline 
solution. This liquid is called antigen. 
When antigen comes into contact 
either with the blood or serum of the 
infected bird a 
definite reaction 
takes place which can be easily ob­ 
served by an experienced techni­ 
cian. If properly conducted the test 
is very effective in detecting the 
reactors, 
w’hich 
should 
then 
be 
immediately culled out and sent to 
market.

For the laying 
flock, however, says a North Caro­ 
lina State College authority, 
the 
most rigid culling is done toward 
the end of the laying period wihich, 
under normal conditions begins in 
m idsum m er and continues through 
the fall months. Watch the flock 
carefully and cull out these birds 
that go into a molt during the warm 
season. It is sometimes stated that 
when a flock, especially in the sum ­ 
m er months, falls below 30 percent 
production it is time to cull the 
entire flock. However, the price re­ 
ceived for eggs, the price of feed, 
and the feed cost per dozen eggs 
will determine the time and inten­ 
sity of culling.
